Part IV 


Shipwreck and Voyage to America 
Finally, after almost two years of 
waiting, Ratkaj and twenty-two other 
Jesuits (including eighteen from his old 
group) with all their belongings 
boarded on July 7, 1680 the sailing ship 
Nazareno. It belonged to the large fleet 
bound for the West Indies (as Spaniards 
called Mexico and adjacent regions). 


Ratkaj and four others — including 
Kino and Nuemann—were ordered to 
Mexico while another eighteen Jesuits 
were bound for the Philippines. Sailing 
to Mexico aboard the flagship was the 
Viceroy of New Spain (as Spanish 
American colonies were called) with 
his wife and numerous attendants. 13 



SPANISH GALLEON of the late 1600 s. 
Such sailing vessels were of two types— 
armed warships and those used for 
transporting commerical goods, 
passengers and especially gold and 
silver from the colonies to the mother 
country, Spain. It was on such a ship 
that Ratkaj sailed to Vera Cruz, 
Mexico. In Croatian, the name of this 
vessel is “Galijun 1 '. Sourecc: 
Pouiorska Enciklopedija (Zagreb: 
Leksikografski Zavod, 1956), Vol. Ill, p 
134. 


While the Jesuits were pleased with 
this honor, namely to sail in the same 
fleet with the Viceroy, again they were 
hampered by back luck. Before 
boarding their boat they forgot to take 
along the food supply they needed while 
waiting in the harbor to start the 
voyage. They had to live on bread and 
water for three days; Ratkaj’s spirit 
was very low as he later reported in his 
Mexican letter. On July 11, all the ships 
were towed out to the open sea. Here a 
real tragedy struck: the pilot rati the 
ship with the Jesuits atop a sand bar, 
the wind drove it on a rdek and it 
started to sink. The admiral of the fleet 
ordered the ship abandoned and all the 
passengers to be rescued. The Jesuits 
were saved from the peril, but in the 
shipwreck they lost all their 
belongings 1 The sad and disappointed 
Black Robes returned to the Jesuit 
college that same evening. The next 
day Father Procurator secured 
passage for Ratkaj and ten other 
Jesuits on already overcrowded ships 
that still waited outside the harbor. 
Kino and twelve other Jesuits had to 
stay behind to wait till next year! 
Ratkaj (who does not mention in his M 
letter the name of the boat he boarded) 
and his friend Rev. De Angelis were 
received on the same boat on which the 
new Bishop of Manila travelled. The 
Captain offered them his own cabin. 
From exhaustion and hunger Ratkaj 
fainted. On July 12, 1680 Ivan Ratkaj 
finally left Europe. This first Croatian 
missionary to America started his 
voyage exactly 300 years ago! 

The Captain and the Bishop treated 
Ratkaj and his companion very 
generously and provided for them 
excellent meals. Ratkaj’a-account of his 
voyage to Vera Cruz published in Der 
Neue Weltbott is one of the best and 
most interesting descriptions of the 
trans-Atlantic voyages of that time. In 
it he describes the daily routine in the 
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royal fleet and aboard his own vessel. 
He gives details about their food, the 
crew, weather, and'the progress of 
voyage. On the 25th of July, in the 
vastness of the Atlantic, all passengers 
and crew celebrated the feast of 
Apostle James (Santiago in Spanish), 
the popular patron of Spain. On July 31, 
the feast day of St. Igantius Loyola, the 
founder of the Society of Jesus, there 
was another festive day with Bishop 
and Jesuits celebrating high mass. 
However, on August 10 — while in mid¬ 
ocean — a hurricane started to pound 
the boats. It raged for four days; even 
the most experienced sailors feared the 
worst from the raging sea and its 
gigantic waves. A young boy was 
washed overboard and then the storm 
subsided. On August 15, the Feast of 
Assumption in special services aboard 
airships of the fleet honored the Holy 
Day and gave special thanks for sur¬ 
viving the hurricane. 

On the same day. they sighted the 
islands of the West Indies and on the 
18th they reached Puero Rico. 14 They 
were now ten days behind schedule. It 
was customary in those days that in the 
rear of the entire fleet crossing the 
Atlantic, a heavily armed and well- 
manned war ship accompanied it for 
protection. Pinta, as their protector 
was called, was overloaded and slower 
than the fleet and this caused the delay. 

Tn Ratkaj’s own words: 


“We departed / PuerotRico/ on the 
22nd and on the 28th we reached a 
seaport of Santo Domingo; on the 30th 
we sighted the Island of Jamaica 
which the English had taken from the 
Spaniards; in the meantime they / 
the English/ have provided this 
island with population, laws, arts, 
buildings and police so that it is not at 
all behind European countries.” 15 
On the sixth day of September, Cuba 
was left behind and on the 8th the fleet 
reached the Sound, the shallow parts of 
the ocean teeming with fish of which the 
burones were the largest. Plenty of 
fresh fish was provided for Ratjkaj and 
his fellow passengers. On the 13th of 
September the boats left the Sound 
region and entered the wide open and 
deep waters where they approached a 
Spanish fleet of nine men-of-war. These 
ships were cruising the Mexican waters 
watching for enemies (usually the 
English) and pirates. As soon as they 
learned that the. new Viceroy was on 
one of the boats, the big guns of the 
men-of-war greeted him with thun¬ 
dering salvos. 

On September 15 in the evening, the 
fleet landed at the port of Vera Cruz, 
Mexico. The sixty-five days trans¬ 
oceanic journey was thus successfully 
ended. The first Croatian missionary 
reached the soil of the American 
continent. In terms of social status he 


was the highest ranking Croatian 
immigrant that ever landed on 
American soil. Luckily he left for 
posterity his most interesting and 
valuable travelogue. Hopefully, some 
day it will be made more accessible, in 
a new and better translation than 
Ivekovic's in Katolicki List in Sep¬ 
tember 1906. 

Rev. Ivan Ratkaj, S.J., the First 
Croatian Missionary in America In 
Mexico 

PART V 

The same day, September 15,1680, in 
the evening Fr. Ratkaj and his nine 
fellow Jesuits, tired from the trans- 
Atlantic voyage of sixty-five days, 
reached the Jesuit College in the port 
city of Vera Cruz. Here they were 
warmly received by the local Jesuits to 
rest and to prepare for the next leg of 
the journey. A few days later came two 
representatives of the Jesuit Mexican 
Provincial from the city of Puebla to 
invite the newly arrived Jesuits to his 
city and to take over missionary posts 
in his province In his letter written on 
November 16 Ratkaj expresses his 
happiness about becoming an active 
missionary in the near future: 

“I was so delighted that I followed the 
calling of the Lord to this noble 
missionary profession and for the sake 
of His love I deserted my closest friends 
as well as my homeland.” 16

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On the eighth day of their stay in Vera 
Cruz the Jesuits with Ratkaj started 
their journey towards Puebla. They 
rode donkeys and used mules for their 
baggage. After a week they approached 
Puebla where at the city limits they 
were greeted by the Provincial and two 
other Jesuits. They were driven in 
carriages to the Jesuit College where 
they were enthusiastically welcomed 
by some forty members of the com¬ 
munity. A special service of 
Thanksgiving was celebrated in the 
Jesuit church which by its beauty and 
the abundance of gold surpassed any 
church Ratkaj had ever seen in Europe, 

After four days in Puebla, Ratkaj and 
his friends continued their travel to the 
ancient Aztec capital. On October 10, 
they reached Mexico City. Here, too, 
they enjoyed the hospitality of their 
fellow Jesuits. Ratkaj noted in his 
description (letter of November 16, 
1680) that “here the streets are very 
straight and the houses have only one 
story on account of frequent ear¬ 
thquakes," And “there is here plenty of 
silver and gold; the gold richly adorns 
almost all the churches.” The food is 
very cheap. 

For the support of missionaries “the 
King of Spain gives every missionary 
newcomer three hundred Thalers to 
equip himself and to get ready for the 
mission.” In addition the Royal 
Treasury pays yearly the same amount 
to each missionary. There were 
presently seventy such missionaries in 
these parts. 

The Spaniards are considered in 
Mexico as the ruling class and the 
native Indians are subject to them. 

depended on all these supplies for his 
own needs and for the work among the 
Indians. Progressing in north-westerly 
direction in twenty days they covered 
some 325 miles. On December 7 the 
caravan reached the city of Zacatecas 
famous for its silver mines. On 
December 14 they reached Guadiana, 
the center of the New Vizcaya province. 
By now they advanced some 500 miles 
from their start and most of the route 
was through sparsely populated desert 
regions. A few days later they reached 
Durango where they celebrated 
Christmas. 18 

They were joined by several other 
travelers and by a Spanish military 
escort of twenty well armed soldiers 
before going to the Tepehuan country 
where bands of hostile Indians were 
roving the hills. On the 27th of 
December they left Durango. They 
advanced quickly through a broad dry 
plain, then through the mountains and 
descended into Rio do Ramos valley. At 
Papasquiaro they visited the Jesuit St. 
James Mission which existed in 
Tepehuan country already for eighty 
years. Their armed guards left them 
here and a fresh contingent of soldiers 


joined them. They protected them 
through the continuing trip and they 
reached Bocas, as Ratkaj remarked in 
his second letter, “not without real peril 
to our life.” 

Between Bocas and Parral (“with the 
richest silver mines in Mexico") and to 
Hucotislan, the roads were still very 
dangerous and one could travel here 
only in groups under military guards. 
At one point only three days before 
their arrival the Indians had killed five 
Spaniards. The last leg of the perilous 
journey was more than a hundred miles 
long. Pushing on to the northwest final¬ 
ly on February 1, 1681 Ratkaj and 
Neumann reached the Jesuit Mission of 
San Ignacio Coyachic where they were 
welcomed by the Jesuit Visitator, Fr. 
Joseph Tarda. 

Early in March, he sent Fr. Neumann 
to his mission in Sisoguichic where he 
started a long and splendid career 
among the Tarahumara Indians. Later 
on he described his long career in a 
book, written in Latin, about the history 
of the Tarahumara region, Jesuit ac¬ 
tivities and his own experience. 19 

Ratkaj's dream was now fulfilled. He 
wanted to go to such a wild region and 
to spread the Gospel among the Indians 
and if possible even to die as a martyr 
for the faith. And here he was in the 
Tarahumara region in northwestern 
parts of Mexico, southwest of Rio 
Grande (the present boundary between 
the United States and Mexico) and east 
of the Gulf of California. On February 2 
he was sent to Ypomeran, a region 
Ratkaj regarded the natives as very 
intellignet; the learned quickly various 
trades, and many were good painters 
and carvers. The chocolate dring - 
Tschocolata - was very wide-spread. 
Each missionary here received from 
his superior three pounds of chocolate 
per month. 17 

Ratkaj and his friends, Fr. Joseph 
Neumann (who came from the 

• Bohemian Jesuit Province and was 
togehter with him since Genoa), 
received through their own choice 
assignment in the north-western part of 
Mexico, the region of Tarahumara. It 
was inhabited by the Tarahumares 
Indians in what is now the province of 
Chihuahua. Their Provincial in Mexico 

i City was Rev. Bernardo Pardo who 
gave Ratkaj and Neumann a letter for 
the Jesuit Superior in Tarahumara. It 
was because of its isolation and bad 
climate the most difficult missionary 

* region in Mexico. 

On November 17 they left Mexico City 
trudging slowly on muleback. In their 
train they had muleteers, servants, and 
a guide. Some fifteen horses and mules 
carried provisions for their journey, 
articles necessary for the celebration of 
Mass, all kinds of gadgets, trinkets, 
medals, images, beads, colored cloth, 
needles, nail|, and ^various tools, 
thread, string, rope, wine, chocolate, 
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and medicine, 
outpost like

which he describes in his letter as “not 
too far from Hobas and New Mexico." 
20 

Ratkaj’s homeland, that he felt he 
deserted, was at the same time, along 
with the rim of Western Christendom, 
in mortal danger from the Turkish 
threat. Kara Mustapha. the ambitious 
Ottoman Grand Vezir would soon 
embark on a huge campaign against 
Vienna and the Habsburgs. Many of 
Ratkaj’s friends will be among the 
defenders of Croatia and Austria. Six 
thousand miles away from 
Tarahumara, in Poland, there was a 
countryman of Ratkaj. Like Ratkaj, he 
too was an idealist and a dreamer. Rev. 
Juraj Krizanic, forefather of Pan- 
Slavism after many years of exile in 
Russian Siberia was now living in 
Poland under King Jan Sobieski. We 
will write about him in the future. At 
the time Ratkaj reached the God¬ 
forsaken wild region of Tarahumara 
neither he nor Krizanic, six thousand 
miles apart (and both of them priests) 
did know that they will meet their 
destiny in the same year. Both would go 
down in history as tragic personalities 
of Croatia’s contribution to foreign 
lands.

"Harmonija" is a group of folk- 
singers, performing folk music. For 
my second column, I thought it might 
be interesting to examine the origins 
of our present day folk-singers and 
their music. The key to the meaning 
of the word "folk-singer" comes from 
the word folk, which refers to people. 
So you might say "Harmonija" sings 
"People Music". 

Folk music, or "People Music", 
is music v/hich has been perpetuated 
by oral transmission. An example 
of this oral process is best illus¬ 
trated in the following scenario: 
Imagine a man under a lot of stress, 
or involved in some dull labor, de¬ 
ciding to create a song. He may use 
a ready-made tune, he may vary that 
tune a bit, or he may create an en¬ 
tirely new tune. Next, he decides 
to put words to his tune, and in all 
probability, "trys it out" on his 
friends. Now, one of his friends may 
like this song and take it as his own 
varying it according to his own tastes 
when he sings it again. The origi¬ 
nal song is now starting on it's path 
of variation as it is handed down 
from one person to another, from one 
generation to another. 

Thus, to our present day, folk¬ 
songs have been orally transmitted 
with varied interpretations, sometimes 
sticking close to the original tune, 
sometimes sounding completely differ¬ 
ent.
